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PREFACE 


This  book,    the  last  in  the  current  series  updating  the  1907 
Genealogy  of  the  Nye  Family  by  George  Hyatt  Nye,    was  initially 
conceived  as  simply  a  pamphlet  to  record  for  other  genealogists 
and  family  members,    information  which  was  untraced  or  too  re- 
mote in  relationship  to  fit  the  format  of  the  previous  books. 
Following  the  invitation  in  the  1967  Newsletter  to  reopen  the  book 
to  new  information,    it  soon  became  the  master  and  grew  with  a 
life  of  its  own. 

In  this  volume  is  contained  all  the  previously  unpublished 
information  on  persons  of  Nye  ancestry  which  is  known  to  the  Nye 
Family  of  America  Association,    irrespective  of  relationship  or 
family  origin.      Usually  information  in  this  book  is   supplementary 
to  information  in  an  earlier  volume.      In  such    cases,    the  item  will 
refer  to  Volume  and  Page  number  of  the  previous  ancestry.     If 
several  generations  of  an  established  family  are  included  herein, 
it  will  be  indicated  by  naming  the  names  and  numbers  of  the  inclu- 
ded earlier  generations  following  the  namie  of  head  of   family.      The 
very  earliest  name  only,    will  then  refer  to  the  earlier  book's  page 
for  preceding  generations.      Families  of  Nyes  which  represent  in- 
dependent immigrations   such  as  Abraham  Nye  or  untraced  lines 
are  complete  herein  insofar  as  known  to  the  Association. 

To  those  searching  their  ancestry  for  religious  or  legal 
purposes,    it  must  be  remembered  that  these  books  are  not  proven 
in  the  absolute  sense.     All  published  information  is  from  family 
data  sheets  or  from  previously  published  public  records  and  liter- 
ature.     While  it  is  only  rarely  that  these   sources  have  been  found 
in  error,    no  further  proof  or  search  has  been  prerequisite  to  in- 
clusion in  this  book.      Where  family  lines  have  been  connected  by 
the  compiler  through  circumstantial  evidence  (in  a  very  few  in- 
stances) it  will  be   so  noted  in  the  test.      Anyone  wishing  to  establish 
further  references  and  proof  will  be  assisted  by  the  Association  as 
far  as  possible  with  source  data  for  further  search. 

In  using  this  book,    certain  differences  from  previous  vol- 
umes will  be  noted.      Because  this  book  includes   many  families, 
there  can  be  no  unified  numbering  system  such  as  a  single  family 
would  permit.     Names  referring  back  to  an  earlier  book  are  num- 
bered from  the  related  name  in  that  book.     However,    related 


families,    untraced  lines,    etc.  ,   use  the  decimal  numbering  system 
in  which  the  earliest  ancestor  listed  is  numbered  1  and  the  children 
nunnbered  in  order  of  birth.     As  generations  follow,    the  accumula- 
ted nunnber  resulting  includes  the  nunnber  of  all  earlier  ancestors. 
For  instance,    suppose  a  number  given  ahead  of  a  name  may  be 
1.  3.  6.  1.  2.      This  identifies  him  or    her    as  fifth  generfation,    there 
being  five  digits.      It  tells  us   that  he  was   the   second  child  of  the 
first  child  of  the  sixth  child  of  the  third  child  of  the  earliest  ances- 
tor.    It  further  includes  the  information  that  the  parent  was  numbei 
1.  3.  6. 1,    the  grandparent  was  1.  3.  6,    the  great-grandparent  was 
1.  3,    etc. 

Because  this  numbering  method  is  used  for  many  separate 
families,    the  book  was   necessarily  indexed  by  page  number.      The 
index  of  military  service  is   not  included  in  the  nnaster  index, 
being  indexed  inherently. 

Perhaps   the  most  unique  part  of  this  book  is   the   "untraced 
lines".     Because  of  the  nation-wide  coverage  which  was  used  in 
updating  the  Nye  Genealogy,    almost  everyone  named  Nye  in  the 
U.S.    was   reached.      Many  Nye  families   were  found  whose  origins 
were  from  ancestors  other  than  Nye  spelling.      Some  were     of  more 
recent  immigration  that  our  Benjamin,    yet  probably  related.     Some 
w^ere  obviously  descended  fronn  Benjamin  but  all  efforts  failed  in 
finding  the  missing  ancestral  link  which  would  connect  thenn.      In 
most  genealogies   this  information,    the  miscellaneous  untraced 
names,    becomes  lost  again.      We  believed  this   infornmation  is  val- 
uable and  should  be  preserved.      Inevitably,    many  of  the   "untraced 
names"  will  be  shown  as   'obviously'  belonging  to  Benjannin  or  one 
of  the  other  major  Nye  lines.     Even  with  several  years  of  repeated 
painstaking  reviews,    some  continued  to  be  recognized,    right  up  to 
publication  and  there  nnust  still  be  others. 

In  Volunne  II,    page  16,    a  footnote   states   that  the  date  of  our 
ancestor  Benjamin  Nye's  death  is   established  as  April  30,    1714. 
This  is  incorrect  and  was  due  to  a  misinterpretation  of  an   excerpt 
fronn  a  deed  of  his  grandson,    Ichabod.      The  date  of  Benjamin's 
death   has  not   been  established.     All  that  is  known  is   that  his  death 
occurred  before  the  above  date  and  that  he  was   still  alive   June  9, 
1704. 

The  descendants  of  Benjamin  Nye  who  founded  the  Nye 
Fannily  Association    are  equally  descended  from  Benjamin's  wife, 
Katherine  Tupper,    about  whom  little  was   said  in  the  1907  Genealo- 
by.    Volume  I.      The  Tupper  Family  of  Annerica  published  in  1945  a 
study  of  this  family,    "Descendants  of  Thomas   Tupper",    by  Frank- 
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lin  Whittlesey  Tupper.     From  it  may  be  learned  the  details  of 
Katherine's  ancestry. 

The  Tupper  Family  originated  about  800  A.D.    around 
Wessex,    England.      Then  a  male  sheep  was  called  a  tupp;  thus  a 
tupper  or  tuppman  was  a  sheep  breeder.      The  birthplace  of  Thomas 
Tupper,    our  ancestor,    was  the  parish  of  Bury  on  the  Arun  River 
in  County  Sussex,    England.      His  father   was  Henry  Tupper  and  his 
grandfather  Richard  Tupper,    both  of  County  Sussex. 

Thomas  Tupper  was  a  leatherworker  by  trade.     His  voyage 
to  America  on  the  Abigail  was  not  his  first;  he  had  probably  been 
to  America  twice  before,    the  first  in  1621.      He  apparently  married 
twice  in  England,    first  Katherine  Gator,    daughter  of  John  Gator  of 
County  Sussex,    whom  he  married  April   29,    1622.      By  her  he  had 
several  children,    including  our   Katherine,    born  January   31,    1623. 
After  her  mother's  death,    Thomas   married  second,    Susan  Turner, 
a  widow,    January   25,    1628.      By  her  he  had  a  son  Thomas   who  died 
in  infancy  and  a   son  Robert  who  was   with  him  later  in  New  England, 
The  children  may  have  come  with  him  on  one  of  his  voyages,    or 
more  probably,    in  the  care  of  some  friend.      Thomas   married 
third,    a  widow,    Anne  Hodgeson  or  Hudson.      There  is  in  fact  now 
some  doubt  that  Thomas   was   on  the  Abigail  but  may  have  arrived 
on  an  earlier  voyage;  his  name  does  not  appear  on  the  Abigail  pass- 
enger list.      He  was  always  an  active  churchman  and  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Sandwich  Church.      When  the  first  pastor  left  in  1654, 
Thomas   Tupper  conducted  religious   services  at  the  meetinghouse. 
Although  he  was  not  an  ordained  minister  he  had  the  approval  of 
the  General  Court  at  Plymouth  including  the  authority  to  perform 
marriage.      Thus,    although  a  layman  technically,    he  was   some- 
times addressed  as  Reverend  Tupper,    as  he  is  referred  to  in  the 
1907  Nye  Genealogy. 

The  old  Tupper  house  at  Sandwich  whose  construction  began 
in  1637  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1921.     A   stone  monument  now  marks 
its   location  in  Sandwich.      Old  photographs   of  it  show  it  strikingly 
similar,    almost  identical  in  appearance  to  the  Benjamin  Nye  Home 
still  standing  and  owned  by  the  Nye  Family  of  America  Association 
at  East  Sandwich,    Mass. 

Full  details   of  the   Tupper  Family  in  England  and  the  first 
five  generations   in  America  are  given  in  the   Tupper  book,    avail- 
able from  either  the   Tupper  Family  Association  or  the  Nye  Family 
of  America  Association. 
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As  we  bring  to  a  finish  the  work  of  this  book  we  must 
philosophize  a  moment.      In  all  our  correspondence,    the  most 
common  cry  coming  back  has  been  "Grandpa  Smith  or  Aunt  Sophia, 
etc,    knew  these  things  but  he  (or  she)  is   gone  now.  "     When  we  are 
young  the  past  is  seldom  of  interest;  we  are  too  intent  on  the  future 
and  making  our  own  history.      When  we  reach  the  middle  years  and 
there  is  time  to  reflect,    memories  and  the  past  become  very  im- 
portant.     Then,    too  often,    those    who  could  have  told  us  of  our 
origins  are  no  longer  available,    their  own  memories  gone  beyond 
recall.     How  can  we  reach  you  to  tell  you  how  important  it  is  for 
you  to  know  your  origins  and  to  tell  it  and  write  it  for  others? 
Those  who  read  this  are  the  oldsters  of  tomorrow,    if  not  today. 
A  generation  from  now,    a  hundred  years  hence,    we  will  be  the 
very  ones   someone  will  yearn  to  know  about.      Who  will  they  turn 
to  then,    if  we  do  not  help  them  now?

Almiost  without  exception  the  descendants  changed  back  to  Nye 
when  they  left  Washington  County,    R,    I.  ;  those  remaining  in  the 
area  continued  using  Ney  at  least  until  the  late  1800s.      See 
pages  81-83,    Vol.    I.

She  was  in  private  practice  in  St.    Paul  almost  50 
years--from  the  fall  of  1915  to  February,    1965--and  for 
many  years  was  director  of  the  St.    Paul  bureau  of  health 
imnnunization  clinic  and  its  part-time  medical  examiner. 
She  was  a  member  of  House  of  Hope  Presbyterian  church. 

She  once  estimated  she  had  immunized  a  million 
people  during  her  career- -both  at  public  health  center  and 
in  private  practice. 

Raising  public  health  standards  and  preventing 
disease  were  as  important  to  her  as   treating  disease.      In 
the  early  days,    she  went  from  house  to  house  during 
epidemics  vacinating   families    against  smallpox,    typhoid, 
tetanus. 

She  was   medical  examiner  for  girls  for  the  Ramsey 
county  juvenile  court  fronn  1922  to  1928,    a  physician  for 
Welcome  Hall  Day  nursery  from  1927-59,    and  a  staff  member

Foreword 

The  ancestry  of  Ichabod  Nye,    father  of  Asenath  Nye,    who 
married  Samuel  Fountain   Yeoman,    has  never  been  established  with 
proof.     See  Ichabod  Nye,    #935,    this  Volume,    and  pages  286-287, 
Volume  I. 

I  note  that  the  brothers,    Ebenezer  (325)  and  Ichabod  (329) 
Nye  have  questions  concerning  their  descendants.     Note  that  Ebeneze: 
Nye,   born  at  Rochester,    Mass.     March  21,    1742-3,    naarried  July  7, 
1768  at  New  Braintree,    Mass.  ,    resided  at  Ware,    Mass.     His  wife 
was   Thankful  Dean.      Of  their  children  (none  of  whonn  are  further 
listed  except  Thankful  who  married  (l)  Thomas  Quinton,    (2)  Asa 
Davison),    I  note  that  there  was  Ebenezer,    born  February  9,    1782, 
Samuel,   born  May  5,    1784. 

Due  to  similarity  of  names  and  in  the  absence  of  a  record, 
Ichabod  (935),    Ebenezer  (936),    Cenia  and  Samuel  (938)  were  listed 
as  children  of  ICHABOD  (329).     Note  that  Samuel  Nye  (938),    born 
about  1787,    died  in  Ohio  in  1871   and  married  Elizabeth  (or  Mary) 
Bartlett,    who  was  born  in  New  York,    and  that  a  son  was   Winship 
(which  might  be   some  clue)  and  Samuel  Dean  (2026). 

Samuel  Dean  Nye  (2026)  lived  at  Mansfield,    Ohio  and  one 
of  his  sons  was  William  Dean  Nye  (3442). 

Unless  other  evidence  turns  up  to  prove  that  Ichabod  (329) 
married  possibly  a  sister  of  Thankful  (Dean),    it  would  appear  to 
me  that  the  genealogy  might  be  in  error  in  its  assumption  of  the 
ancestry  of  our  Ichabod  (935)  and  that  he  and  Samuel  were  sons  of 
Ebenezer  (325). 

Ichabod  (935)  who  married  (l)  Mary,    daughter  of  Samuel 
H.    and  Mary  (Starr)  Smith  and  who  lived  at  Mt.    Vernon,    Ohio  and 
later  at  Belleville  where  he  died,    had  a  son  Ebenezer  (2016)  as  well 
as  a  son  Samuel.     Samuel  could  have  been  named  for  his   maternal 
grandfather  and  Ebenezer  for  his  paternal  grandfather.      In  addition, 
to  continue  my  assumption  and  observation,    Ichabod  and  Samuel  had 
a  brother  Ebenezer,    though  there  appears  to  be  no  further  record 
of  him  or  Cenia,    who  was,    I  assume,    a  sister. 

Could  it  be  that,    in  addition  to  the  children  listed  for 
Ebenezer  and  Thankful  (Dean)  Nye,    there  was  an  Ichabod  and  a 
Cenia?     If  one  checks  the  genealogy,    one  will  find  an  Ebenezer  and 
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a  Samuel  listed  among  their  children,    and,    except  for  one  daughter, 
there  was  no  further  record  given  as  to  the  descendants  of  Ebenezer 
and  Thankful  Dean.     When  a  family  name  like  Dean  is  carried  through 
several  generations,    it  would  appear  to  indicate  strong  possibility 
of  our  having  "connected"  our  Ichabod  to  the  family.     At  least  it  is 
something  to  pursue  through  the  will  of  Ebenezer  and  his  wife 
Thankful  (Dean),    cemetery  records,    birth  records,    census  reports, 
etc.      This  is  on  my  list  of  things   to  investigate  at  some  future  date 
but,    for  this  forthcoming  edition  of  Family  History,    it  is  mentioned 
for  whatever  value  it  may  be.

He  wrote  the  chapters   entitled 
"Wilson's  Raid  through  Alabama  and  Georgia",    "History  of  Com- 
panies A  and  C"  and   "The  Capture  of  Jefferson  Davis",    giving  nnuch 
detail  of  the  incidents   relating  to  the  extremely  dangerous   mission 
for  which  he  volunteered  his   services   to  Gen.    Andrew  J.    Alexander. 
The  latter   suggested  he  talk  with  Gen.    James  Harrison  Wilson  and 
explain  his  plan,    that  an  officer  be  in  command  of  a  select  group 
of  enlisted  men  to  go  on  an  expedition  behind   the  enemy  lines   in 
Confederate  uniform.      General  Wilson  warned  it  would  be  a  "very 
difficult  feat  to  perform"  and  if  taken  in  Confederate  uniform  he 
would  be  tried  by  a  drumhead  court  martial  and  executed  within 
24  hours.      Lt.    Yeoman  was  directed  to  call  on  the  QM  of  the  corps 
for  captured  clothing  or  any  equipnaent  they  could  properly  use. 
With  thirty  three  men,    Lt.    Yeoman  embarked  on  his   mission  (known 
only  to  Generals  Wilson  and  Alexander  and  himself)  which  was  unique 
in  that  never  had  any  person  attempted  to  transfornn  an  entire  com- 
pany of  men,    penetrate  the  lines   of  the  enemy,    march  with  and 
mingle  with  their  various   commands   as  a  part  thereof.     However 
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the  magnitude  of  the  prize  justified  the  attempt.     He  was  tall,    slen- 
der and  of  a  somewhat  swarthy  complexion.      With  hair  long,    for 
lack  of  a  barber's   services  and  in  his  new  Confederate  uniform,    he 
bore  such  a  striking  resemblance  to  his  gallant  opponents  of  the 
South  even  his  best  friend  would  not  have   suspected  him  of  being 
a  Yankee!     He  married  September  2,    1875,    Mary  M.    Boyd.      He 
probably  died  at  Ft.    Dodge,    la.      There  are  no  records  of  his  wife 
or  descendants  known.

FOREWORD 

This   section  records   the  known  information  on  family  groups 
which  all  efforts  have  failed  to  tie  into  major  family  lines.      Many 
of  these  untraced  groups  are  certainly  descendants  of  Benjamin  in 
whom  the  Nye  Association  is  understandably  especially  interast-cd. 
Conversely,    many  of  the  names  are  known  to  be  from  other  name 
origins,    the  Neys,    Neus,    Neis  etc.    of  usually  Palatine  origin.      Others 
are  later  immigration.     However  there  are  such  a  number  whose 
origin  cannot  be  even  guessed  that  attempts  to  separate  the  names 
into  any  type  groups   seemed  fruitless.      Certain  rules   of  probability 
may  be  applied  if  other  clues  are  not  given.     Generally,    names 
originating  in  Pennsylvania  may  be  considered  as  almost  certainly 
of  Palatine  origin.      Names  untraced  earlier  than  Ohio  are  highly 
probable  to  be  of  Palatine  origin.      Names   traced  to  New  York  state, 
the  Carolinas  and  the  New  England  states  are  usually  of  Benjamin 
descent.     Names   traced  to  Michigan,    Indiana  and  Oregon  are  some- 
what more  probable  of  being  of  Palatine  origin.      For  the  rest  of  the 
country,    the  probability  is  random,    usually  biased  in  favor  of  the 
Benjamin  line  simply  because  there  are  more  of  his  descendants  than 
of  all  other   sources,    about  two  to  one.      The  Nye  Family  of  America 
Association  will  always   welcome  information  which  amplifies   the 
history  or  leads  to  the  identification  of  the  groups  in  this  chapter 
with  other  lines   or  names.

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Tracing    Your    Ancestors 


For  the  many  Nyes  whose  names  appear  in  the  Nye  books  and 
whose  descent  is  from  Benjamin  Nye  of  Sandwich  or  his  brother 
Thomas,    an  unbroken  history  is  known  back  to  the  Middle  Ages. 
However,    these  are  only  a  small  part  of  our  ancestry.     A  tenth 
generation  descendant  of  Benjamin  has  511  other  ancestors  of 
Benjamin's  generation  who  played  equally  vital  parts  in  shaping 
his  or  her  life.     Another  510  ancestors  lived  in  the  intervening 
years  of  descent,    totaling  over  a  thousand  interesting  lives   in  ten 
generations  alone.      Many  will  enjoy  and  do  enjoy  making  the  aquain- 
tance  of  as  many  of  thenn  as  possible. 

There  are  no  magic  rules  in  genealogy.      There  are  many  basic 
sources   of  information  which  can  be  of  great  help.      The  first  of  these 
are  the  elders  and  later  relatives   of  the  family.      The  next  of  impor- 
tance is  the  genealogy  and  history  departments   of  the  local  city 
library.      City,    County,    State  and  Federal  records  are  also  avail- 
able for  search.     Although  it  may  at  times   seem  otherwise  to  the 
searcher,    it  is  very  difficult  to  have  lived  in  this  country  and  not 
have  left  some  mark  which  can  be  found,    if  one  knows  where  to 
look. 

Probably  the  first  thing  to  do  in  beginning  a  family  search  is 
to  set  down  in  orderly  fashion  all  that  is  known.      The  use  of  a  print- 
ed ancestor  chart  such  as   the  one  illustrated  provides  a  practical 
means  of  displaying  this  information.     For  each  'head  of  fannily' 
a  family  group  sheet  should  supplement  the  chart.     Second,    an 
orderly  and  uniform  record  system  of  keeping  detailed  information 
of  each  family  and  the  exact  source  of  this  data  should  be  maintained. 
Sources  of  charts  and  forms  will  be  listed  at  the  end  of  these  comm- 
ents . 

If  one  enjoys  and  takes  seriously  the  hobby  of  genealogy,    a 
most  rewarding  activity  is  participation  in  a  genealogical  society 
or  study  group.      Most  major  cities  and  many  smaller  ones  have 
such  organizations.      The  local  library  is  an  excellent  source  of 
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information  for  contacting  these  groups.      The  major  societies  in 
the  U.    S.   have  accumulated  extensive  libraries  of  genealogical  and 
historical  information  which  membership  makes  available.     There 
are  also  several  great  libraries  in  the  U.    S.    devoted  in  whole  or 
part  to  genealogy.      These  libraries  are  listed  in  the  "Handy  Book 
for  Genealogists",    more  of  which  later.      There  have  been  thousands 
of  family  genealogies  printed  in  the  United  States  and  if  one's  ances- 
tor came  to  this  country  several  generations  back,    there  is  a  good 
chance  that  a  book,    or  volumes  such  as  the  Nye  Genealogies,    already 
lists  the  ancestor  being  researched.     The  Newberry  Library  in 
Chicago  has  large  collections  of  family  genealogies  and  the  local 
city  library  may  have  a  catalogue  of  the  Newberry  Library,    which 
is  a  good  reference  source.      The  Library  of  Congress  in  Washington 
has  a  copy  of  every  genealogy  which  has  been  copyrighted,    and 
large  nunnbers  of  gift  volumes  which  have  not  been  copyrighted. 
Another  of  the  great  genealogical  libraries  is  the  Library  of  the 
Genealogical  Society  of  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter  Day 
Saints  at  Salt  Lake  City,    Utah.     Genealogy  is  a  part  of  the  Morman 
religion  and  the  library  at  Salt  Lake  City,    as  with  the  local  branches 
in  many  cities,    is  available  to  all  with  no  questioning  of  the  search- 
er's religion  and  faith.     One  valuable  service  available  from  the 
Mormon  libraries  is  the  courtesy  of  being  able  to  order  from  a  vast 
selection  of  microfilm  copies  of  public  records,    including  census 
records  up  to  1880  at  minimal  rental  cost  for  study. 

A  recommended  publication  for  contacting  others  who  may 
have  information  on  a  family  line  is  the  "Genealogical  Helper", 
published  quarterly  by  the  Everton  Publishers   of  Logan,    Utah,    add- 
ress below.     One  of  the  best  bargains  for  the  beginner  is  "Technical 
Leaflet  No.    14;  Genealogical  research,    a  basic  guide"  by  Carolynne 
L.    Wendel,   Head  of  the  Genealogy  Division,    Indiana  State  Library. 
This  is  available  for  only  10^  and  a  self  addressed  stamped  envelope 
fronn  the  American  Association  for  State  and  Local  History,    151 
East  Gorham  St.  ,    Madison,    Wise.    53703,    or  Hoosier  Ancestors, 
%  The  Indianapolis  Star,    address  below.     Another  bargain  and  'must' 
for  the  genealogist  is  the  "Guide  to  Genealogical  Records  in  the 
National  Archives",    available  for  50^  from  General  Services  Admin- 
istration,   National  Archives,    Washington  D.    C.    20408.     Another 
recommended  book  to  have  in  hand  is  the  "Handy  Book  for  Geneal- 
ogists" published  by  the  Everton  Publishers,    which  lists  all  the 
addresses  of  state  and  local  records  for  all  the  counties  of  the  U.    S.  , 
location  of  all  genealogical  libraries   of  significance  and  much  other 
valuable  information. 

Ancestor  charts,    family  group  sheets  and  other  aids  are 
usually  available  from  local  genealogical  societies.     These  and  a 
variety  of  genealogical  aids  and  information  may  be  ordered  from:

Professional  genealogists  are  available  in  nearly  all  areas 
of  the  country  at  modest  fees  to  conduct  searches  of  local  records 
and  Libraries.      Public  offices,    while  obligated  to  make  records 
accessible,    seldom  have  time  or  personnel  to  search  records.     If 
such  assistance  is  needed,    the  local  librarian,    any  genealogical 
society  and  sonnetimes  county  offices,    will  supply  names  of  qualified 
professional  searchers.     It  is  well  to  have  the  name  of  the  profession- 
al searcher  supplied  by  a  reputable  source.     While  the  great  majority 
of  genealogists  are  sincere  and  honest,    the  field  of  genealogy,    as 
with  so  many  others,    has   its   share  of  unscrupulous  and  slipshod 
workers,    as  well  as  a  very  few  who  can  only  be  classed  as  racke- 
teers. 

All  letters  of  inquiry,    any  letter  which  expects  an  answer, 
should  include  a  self  addressed  stamped  envelope.      This  courtesy 
will  yield  large  dividends  in  the  porportion  of  replies  to  inquiries. 
It  is  almost  a  requirement  in  exchanging  correspondence  with  others 
working  in  genealogy. 

Genealogy  is  a  fascinating  and  rewarding  hobby,    a  game  which 
anyone  can  play  and  win.      Facts  and  figures  fall  in  place  as   with  the 
pieces  in  a  jigsaw  puzzle.      It  provides   the  challenge  of  becoming  a 
detective  in  ferreting  out  clues  and  making  deductions  and  it  demands 
the  same  proof  and  evidence  in  solving  cases   without  shadow  of 
doubt.
